They referred my inquiry to their 
Research Department and finally 
I received a reply from them say- 
ing considerable investigalion and 
chemical research had proven that 
they did not find it practical, due 
to the Ph content not being such 
as would permit of the preserva- 
tion of tlie flavor by any method 
yet discovered. 


They also said, the solids could 


not be held in suspension and 
the food qualities and taste rap- 
idly dcteriiratcd under all methods 
of processing for preservation. 


Since receiving the above in- 


formation the thought occurred to 
me that it might be preserved in 
tlie frozen state but I have not 
heard of any,,one attempting that 
method.

Farewell, France, until in some hap- 


pier day we may see you again! 


Painful the words, after a years' 


waiting and hoping that somehow out 
of the wreck of France something 
might have been salvaged for free- 
dom. Painful the words to those who 
have felt and who still feel that 
the French 
people are good, and 


clean, and wholesome. 


Nearly a year ago, France suffered 


the humiliation of military 
defeat. 


With more than a million of her sons 
in German prison camps, virtual host- 
ages, to have expected her to con- 
tinue the war in Africa, or in the 
Near East, would have been to ex- 
pect much. There were some who had 
learned to expect much of France, 
however. Hope died slowly. 


France chose. No vote was possible 


in the confusion of surrender. Whe- 
ther the French people ever were or 
are now, back of Petain, or Darlan, 
or Laval, no one knows. There is 
room for the gravest doubt. 


Nevertheless the Petains, and Dar- 


lans and the Lavals are in charge of 
France. They have personally elected 
(no one compelled them personally) 
to pay ball with Hiter. Aside from 
actions, which might have been forc- 
ed on them by circumstances, they 
have given ip service 
to Fascism 


which was not. They have opened the 
gates of Tunisia and Syria to the 
German invader; they have chosen 
to ride a surf-board on the "wave of 
the future," on which one may ex- 
pect the remainder of the French 
navy to be launched at any mo- 
ment. 


For the moment, the Frenchmen of 


Fascist mold of mind are in the sad- 
dle. For the moment, they are France 
Resolutely we must push into the back 
ground for the moment the memory of 
frenchmen who fought so gallantly for 
freedom, our own as well as theirs 
We must forget, for the moment, that 
"Liberty, Fraternity and 
Equality" 


were born in France. We must not 
speculate, for the moment, that per- 
haps 90 per cent of Frenchmen still 
love freedom. For the moment, such 
force as France has is at the disposal 
of the Totalitarian Revolution.

Baghdad suburbs and advance units 
already may have gone into the an- 
cient city itself. 


Authorized British spokesmen said 


the request for an armistice presum- 
ably had been granted and that "as 
between ourselves and the rebels Ihe 
whole thing is over." 


The pro-Nazi Iraq premier, Rashid 


AH Al Gailani, who seized power 
April 4 and later sought with Ger- 
man help to expell British military

DUBLIN - (VP) - Fifty-two persons 


were killed and between 
100 and 


200 injured early Saturday in this 
neutral 
capital 
when 
unidentified 


planes dropped three bombs, one of 
which blew out a glas skylight near 
the front door of the U. S. Legation. 


The loss of life was the greatest 


Eire had suffered in an air raid since 
the war began. 


Unidentified planes bombed Dub- 


lin January 2 and 3, causing three 
deaths and injuring 12 persons, and 
bombs fell again May 5 but there 
were no casualties. 


U. S. Minister David Gray said one 


of the three bombs dropped Saturday 
morning fell about a quarter of a mile 
from the legation in beautiful Phoenix 
park but no one inside was hurt, 


Anti-aircraft batteries began firing 


just after midnight when the planes 
first were heard. No bombs fell until 
about 2 a. m. Since only three fell 
then police surmised that an antiair- 
craft shell might have struck a plane 
causing it to loose its bombs. They ex- 
pressed doubt the bombing was in- 
tentional.

U. S, Motorists 
Will Be Bucking 
Defense Traffic. 


By .TACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON - Motorists on the , 


United States highways this summer 
will be bucking the traffic of national 
defense. 


Maybe it will be in some such sit- 


uation as at Camp Dix, N. J., 6n a 
recent week-end When in a 'single 
day, 15,000 persons, all in cars or 
buses, visited the training center. 


Maybe, it will be coming in behind 


comparatively 
slow-moving 
army 


truck convoys on a two-lane highway. 
Perhaps it will be meeting up with 
armored units on maneuvers. Or it 
may be simply getting caught in the 
jams of workers that pour into and 
out of defense plants at shift time. 


The army and the American Auto- 


mobile Association have gone' into a 
huddle over these possibilities and 
have tried to work*out some rules 
that may save Mike Motorist from 
feeling like using a lot of blue-flame 
language. 


Set of Rules 
^ 


The AAA has prepared a set of rul- 


es for visiting camps which includes. 
such things as advice that you know 
the exact locations of the camp, num- 
ber of the division, regiment, batta- 
lion or squadron, the letter designat- 
ing company, battery' or troop, and 
the branch of service in which the 
man you are going to visit is train- 
ing. Be sure that you are going dur- 
ing visiting hours and when the man 
is free from duty. This will prevent 
congestion at the camp. 


Before you leave, find out if there 


are good alternate roads. Often, the 
'back roads" are much faster and 
more pleasant than the main high- 
ways. 


According to Capt. Paul W. Thomp- 


son 'of the army engineers, convoys 
move in groups of from several to 
50 trucks. Larger convoys are always 
broken up into "serials" of 50. On 
a good open highway, these will move 
at from 30 to 35 miles an hour and 
are spaced so that if a motorist has 
to pass, he may pass one at a time, 
dropping back into the line. However 
the army doesn't try to minimize the 
danger of this, for although army 
drivers are praised as the best in the 
world, convoy trucks are heavy and 
any accidents are likely to be ser- 
ious. 


Every two hours, convoys halt and 


pull off the road. During this time 
congested traffic caused by them will 
have a little time-to straighten out.

Must Have Right-of-Way 


In cities and in some cases on the 


highways, convoys''will' be paced by 
police escorts and in this instance, they 
should be regarded as ambulances 
Cars should pull over and stop until 
they have passed. And at an inter- 
section, no effort should be made to 
break through the line. 


Even a strict regard for these sug- 


gestions isn't going to keep motorists 
from running into trouble with na- 
tional defense traffic, and it is no 
solution at all for the jams that 
are bound to result around camps 
on visiting days and around defense 
plants where roads to housing centers 
are inadequate. 


For these, the motorist will have 


to learn to avoid them as much as 
possible and wait until congress and 
the road builders have done their 
job on the proposed 8287,000,000 de- 
fense highway bill.

Three Month Old 
Calves Are Old , 
Enough to 
Utilize Grain 


Grain feeding 
early 
beef cnlves 


while they are on pasture with their 
dams should prove profitable this 
yenr, according to Oliver L. Adams, 
county agent. 


Calves dropped in January, Febru- 


ary, and March are old enough to 
utilize grain, M. W. Muldrow of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture says. If the calves have 
been started on grain before being 
turned 
into 
pasture, 
small 
pens 


should be provided in the pastures for 
feeding them, the Extension animal 
husbandman advises. 
These 
pens 


should have an opening that is small 
enough to admit the calves, but that 
will keep out the older animals. The 
grain ration for the calves can be 
placed in troughs Inside these pens. 
A mixture of equal parts by measure 
of shelled corn and whole oats makes 
n good feed. 


Calves so fed during the summer are 


usually a little too fat for feeders 
and not quite fat enough for butcher 
calves at around 7 months old, so it is 
advisable to plan to feed them at least 
60 days after weaning, Mr. Muldrow 
advises. 
He 
recommends 
feeding 


around 20 bushels of grain with a 
small amount of hay in addition to 
the milk and grass to get weights of 
about 700 pounds on the calves.

Started in Massachusetts 


"Her story started up in Massachu- 


setts when a fellow named Rjbr-rt 
£hurtleff joined one of 
the 
Mns- 


sachusett's regiments in April of 1781. 
This fellow Shurtleff, it seems, was 
a good soldier and if the colonists in 
those days had had time to knock 
out a lot of medals, he probably 
would have gotten one. In a way, he 
did get one—but that's getting ahead 
of the yarn. 


"It was at the battle of Tarrytowa 


that Shurtleff, in there pitching lead 
as 
fast 
as his old muzzle-loader 


could be stoked and fired, got on 
the receiving end of a bullet. His 
pals carried him out of the battle 
and back to one of those emergency 
hospitals, probably in some little farm- 
house, and then—the army surgeon 
discovered he wasn't Robert Shurt- 
leff at all, but Deborah Sampson. 


"Deborah must have done a li 


fast talking, because the army surg- 
eon kept her secret. She got well, 
rejoined the army, was with Genera] 
Washington when Lord 
Cornwallis 


surrendered, and was honorably dis- 
charged in November ,1783. 


"Now, to get along to the way De- 


borah was honored. That year or the 
next, Deborah married a fellow nam- 
ed Benjamin Gannett. And Deborah 
put in her application for a pension 
and got it—?48 a year at first and 
later on, 576.80. She and Benjamine 
lived together happily for 43 years 
and then Deborah died. 


Took iin Act of Congress 


"And here's how we got the story. 


Gannett, the widower of a soldier who 
had been pensioned for years, peti- 
tioned congress—with all the evidence 
—claiming that he was entitled to 
the same consideration as the widow 
of a pensioned soldier and that the 
pension should be continued. 


"It took an act of congorss to do 


it, but darned if congress didn't act. 
Come on out to the files. I've gol 
the minutes of congress right here and 
all the documents in the case." 


And darned if Jim hadn't. There it 


was,

that since the annals of this country 
"furnish no other similar example oi 
female heroism, fidelity and courage' 
as displayed by Deborah Sampson, hei 
widower, Benjamin Gannett shouk 
receive a pension of ?80 a year foi 
the rest of his days.
